The service is 
much complained of, but if it were excellent it is plain 
that those enjoying it are doing so at the expense ol those 
who do ooC as* it." 

Government operation of the telegraph lines 
in Great Britain, says The Times-Star, has been 
one of the favorite art^iinients of the deini-So- 
cialists, but it is evident that they have never 
inquired into the detail of cost — but as tbe ma- 
jority of them pay no taxes it is not apparent 
that this feature should perplex them.

2— It woald in many ways bo flaaaclally 
ecoDODleaL Tbara ara a gieat aoabor of 

places wboro two Chareh hooses are beiog main 
taioed with aeparate Pastors to support, where 
one of the same wouM accommodate all tbe 
worshipers of both. Tho other eoold bo sold 
aad the proeooda aaad to btlld a Ckirek where 
one is badly needed. Sund»ynrhooi« woald be 
blended and tbe muoey saved for a b<ittere()aip- 
ment. It woald save the labors of a large num- 
ber of Pastors aad Presidiag Gldora, aad allow 
them to worltwhora thay ars SMroaooded, and 
thaa provide for a vast increase of evangelizing 
forces of the kingdom uf God. Annual Confer- 
ences occupying tbe same territory would be 
couolidatod aad thas sars aiaeh tiiio, labor 
aad oxpOBso. Oao Bishop wotid oftoa do tbe 
w(irk when" two are now required. Numerous 
high Hcbuols, academies, colleges, aad in aome 
cases unireraitiee, anitod and aaro ttao, bibor 
and BtoDoy. It woald bo mack oaaiar to get 
uur iastitvtloas well endowed. 

3 — The great Missionary work of each Church 
placed under one management could certainly 
bo more oooaomieally eoatrolllad aad made 
more effleieat thaa it oroa now Is. This great 
work, laid on the conseience and heart of tbe 
Church Ijy our once crucified Savior, ahonld bv 
responded to by a willingaoss to makoaay rea- 
aoaaUo saerilea to earry oot His wish to haft 
His gospel preached to all Nations. 

4 -This anion would be a greater barrier to 
the liquor traffic than now, and more forcible 
in propagating total abatiaoaco for tho iadirid- 
aal aad prohtliitioB for tko state thaa la their 
separate condition. 

It wouM be an' answer to the prayer of 
our Lord for His Church just before He died, 
for it and woald greatly r^oioo Him. He doea 
not wish ooitr withont harmony, bat wfcon both 
are practicable He most earnestly desires it. 

0- Such a reunion woald be in accordance 
with tbo preaont troad of oeolaaUnUe a l mat- 
ters. Uothodism in Canada has united, ao it 
has in Australia. In England aeveral of the 
..^mailer bodittsi are |irfparin)( to unite, and even 
the conaervative parent body is serioosly pon- 
dsriag tha qasatioa of oaioa witk tka Now 
Connection. A growing sentiment ia aeen in 
tbe I'nited Statea in favor of organic union 
where it does not atifle conscience nor conflict 
with principio. lostanco tbe move toward it 
of tho Congrogatioaal, Uaitod Brothron and 
CumborliinJ Pre-ibyterian Churches. This sen- 
timent is found amon^ various I'resbyterian 
and Baptiat bodies, and to come nearer home, 
it is apparsat ia tho anion of tho pobiishiag 
intarooU of tho two Methodist Missiona ia 
China, in tbe union of our young people in F.p- 
worth Leagae work, in a common form of wor- 
ahip, a comawa Hymnal aad Catkockism, aad 
the federation of Churches, and the general 
sentiment of tho gvod people of this eoaatry. 
They are everywhere putting tbe qaostion to 
us, "Why do yon not anite?" and wo flad it 
tronblsa aa to gifo a aatisfaotory aaawor. 

7— Such a reunion would be in full harmony 
with the morements that occnrred in Kentacky 
and Teaaassooia 1865, aad later ia other 8oatk« 
ero Btatee. I have the docamenta to prove 
that the real motive of the "18" at Covington 
in l^itj.'i wa.-* to finally secure reunion, since 
tbey could not induce tho Conference to ac 
cept tko majority report, wktek raqaaatad our 
dulegstes to use their influence at tbe coming 
(ieneral Conference to have tbe two Churches 
reunite. Wo Daw that our brethren were mis- 
taken in regard to tho spirit aad motirao of 
the people of tho Methodist Episcopal Ckorch. 
Th;it the only way to bring in a butter idea of 
that Church would be to have the two in closer 
contact, and thus familiarize each with the 
other, aad it kaa doao it. The eziateaeo aad 
work of tho Methodist Episcopal Chareh ia the 
former slave-holding states has abated ground- 
lesa prejudices; it baa broogbt tbe two together, 
often in evangelical work aad groat ra?irab; 
it haa aaited tkebeaHa of tboeaaads in broth- 
erly lore aad eieated a geaoral demand for

This should not ho 
considered, howovor, as a dioparaso- 
mont of tho p r e g ross of Amorlcaa eul- 
ture; it should be remembered that 
the Greeks themaelvea wrought out 
their wonderful culture, literature and 
art entirely without the alii of u for- 
plgii lanKu:iKe The schoolboys of 
Greece were required to commit to 
memory the best poems of the lan- 
guage— noUbly tho poeau of Honor 
—which shaped thoir thonshts, ooa- 
vsrsattoa and acta, and finally tkolr 
character.

Thoy 
have a throat trouble, or a okla diO- 
efeao, or a palmoaary cnmpllBt. 
brought on by the roekloM habit of 
stamp licking. 

"A stamp should never be licked, as 
lu gummed surface Is always aqutrm- 
Ing and pjlsatlng with germa. If aay 
ilcking Is to be done, let It be applied 
to the right-hand comer ot tiM oa- 
vetope, where the stamp foos, for thoro 
tho gorois aro apt to ho spanor. 

"To bo safO. though, the tongue 
should never be applied to either en- 
velope or stamp. A damp sponge 
should be used Ip the tongue's stead."

20. All work shall be paid for .it the 
contract prlc^-s. unless by agreement l» 
tween till- Contractor and ("oiincll. and 
no extra or customary me.i"^iirement « will 
be alhiwed iti mi'a'urliiK the work; only 
the aelu.il lenntti. area, solid contents 
or number will Im- considered. 

21 Kstlin.ites will be made on the Sat- 
urday preceding th«' first regular moiilh- 
!y meeting of the Couiull. and the 
aniiiunt of work done, less ten per cent . 
will be certified to the Council for pay- 
ment, but such payment shall not be 
construed as an aeceptaace of aay part 
of the work.

tile laid below the suh-Kraih-. The Inlet-^ 
will be iippMHed pattern, suhstantlally 
Set In lirick work, and will lie connected 
with the manholes liy lines of ten or 
twelve-inch sewer pipe with Imreasers. 
elbows, I* traps, or other necessary 
shapes The drain or fanners tile sh.ill 
bo four Inches In dlameti'r, hard burned, 
inid true to line and grade, not less than 
eighteen Inches below sub-grade, and 
shall be connected with toe drainage 
system with one Joint or vitrified pipe, 
or as directed by the Engineer, after 
which the trench will be refllled with 
crushed limestone, and tamped thorough- 
ly, as specified in section M. Drain tile 
shall be used only at such places as the 
Engineer skall direct, 

a». Manholes will be buUt where shown 
on the plans. They will be mada of good 
hard kiiok laM In owaant mortar: walla 
wHI ba alaa taekoa tkiek aa akown oa 
plan, and the foundation will extend four 
laakao kalgw tka grade liaa of tke aaw- 
era. Pevadattea will ka amde of kard 
karaed kriek laid la oaamat awrtar aad 
groated. «r of ooaorste, aa deeaied beat 
Reader eoursea akall ka laid every llftk 
eourae. Care will be takea to kave man- 
holes and sewers property connected, as 
shown on plan, so aa to hinder the flow 
the least possible. They shall be nicely 
pointed Inside and plaatared outside with 
a half-inch thickness ot good cement 
mortar. Flve-Hght-inch round wrought 
iron steps of len-inch tread, one inch 
tllnck Iwck of wall and fifteen Inches 
apart to be built In ail manholes. Top 
will be fInlHheii with cast Iron rings 
weighing not less than two hundred and 
forty iHiunds and covers not less than one 
hundretl and twenty pounds. 

M. All cement mortar. If not otherwise 
speeUed, ekall be made of approved qual- 



liy fresh American Portland Cement and 
clean sharp sand In equal parts, deter- 
mined tiy measure The cement and eand 
phall hi thoroughly mixed dry. and wa- 
ter added to form a paste of proper con- 
sistency. All mortar shall be fresh foi- 
the work In hand. No mortar that has 
t>egun to net shall be used. 

31. None Imt the best <iuality of sound 
well shaped bricks, biimert hard entli^-ly 
through, shall he use<I In setting Inlets 
or in any other brick work, except that 
forty per cent good bats may be used In 
manholes All bricks must lie wetteil hy 
Immersion Immediately before being laid. 

S2. Ail concrete found necessary shall 
be made of one measure of cement, two 
measures sand, and Ave measures crush- 
ed limestone, to be thoroughly shoveled 
mixed dry, turned over twice on mixing 
platform, then water enough added to 
molpten the same, to be piled In cone- 
shaped pile and again shovel turned; all 
to be done under the instruction and to 
the satisfaction of the Engineer. 

M. The excavations for drains. Inlets, 
nwaholaa and other fixtures shall be so 
laada as to have six Inches of clear space 
outside of the pipe or other structure, 
and to require grade aad depth. All 
bracing, sheathing or shoreing required 
must he done by the Contractor. 

M. In refilling trenches, or about any 
strueture, the earth or other filling ma- 
terial to be ao placed aa not to diaturb 
the work In any way, and skall be de- 
posited In layers not exceeding eight 
inches in thickness, afid thoroughly 
rammed until tha filled earth Is as com- 
pact and solid as the original earth. 
There shall be at least two men tamping 
with heavy rammers for each shoveler. 

K. The Contractor will remove all old 
or condemned material, rubbish, trees, 
logs, water, filth or refuse, posts, horse 
blocks, crossings and any and. all ob- 
struotlona of whatsoever Mnd that may 
be encountered in the execution of this 
work at his own expense, and without 
any extra charge whatever, and shall de- 
posit same as directed by the Engineer 
and In accordance with Section IS. 

.Ki'-.'t7 The earth foundation or sub- 
grade will be brought to an even sur- 
face parallel with the grade proposed 
for the pavement by mtiklng the neces- 
sary excavation or embankment. The 
stone, cinder, gravel or other suitable 
material will be carefully removed so as 
to keep It free from clay, dirt or other 
rubbish, and deposited and h-M led at 
sueh points and In such manner as the 
Kngineer and Council shall direct AT 
exctivated material unfit for foundation 
will he • plac 1 11 la low ground, alleys, 
lots or wherever the Kngineer and Coun- 
■ II -h.ill dlrei t M.iterlal t.. lie proiierly 
leveled as dumped. When lots are hlliil 
those assessed for cost of the lfnpro\i - 
inent to have the prefi retice .No extra 
haul allowed under thre* -i|iia.rters of a 
mile Soft or spotiKy earth or other 
m.iterlal not affording a llrm foundation 
will be removed and the space retUled 
with gravel or broken stone and solidi- 
fied hy ramming or rolling. This sub- 
grade shall be eompact<Hl by thoroughly 
rolling with a roller weighing not less 
than eight tons; any portion of the sub- 
srade nut ai cesslbe to the roller shall l)e 
thoroughly compacted by hand ramming, 
all to the entire satisfaction of the En- 
gineer. Particular care will be observed 
In the preparation of the sub-grade. 
When the rolling and ramming shall 
have been done the surface of the sulH 
grade shall be true to the grade and 
crown, and ten inches plus the depth of 
the brick to be used below the proposed 
finished surface of the pavement. Care- 
less or unnecessary injury to pipes, 
drains or fixtures ot any Mnd will be re- 
paired at the expense of the Contractor 
and the cost deducted from any moneys 
due him. 

W. The combined curb and gutter shall 
be constructed upon an eight (1) Inch 
foundation of broken stone, gravel or 
boiler cinders, and skall consist ot a curb 
six «i Inckea wide: at summits, street 
corners and entraaeea tke keigkt will be 
fixed as the Engineer directs. The gutter 
will be sixteen (1() Inches wide and six 
f<) inches deep, so constructed that the 
curb and gutter shall be monolithic. 

Stone, gravel or boiler cinders for 
foundations shall be broken to pass in 
every way a three (S) inch ring, and must 
be of approved quality, free from dust 
and dirt or other foreign matter. Stone 
for concrete shall be a good durabh' 
limestone, furnace slag or gravel of ap- 
proved <iuality. of a else to pass In every 
way a one and one-half (IH) Inch ring, 
and must be clean and free from dii^^i. 
dirt or other objectionable matter 

Sand for concrete shall be Ohio River 
or pit sand; clean, free from clay and 
h am or other objectionable matter. <^or 
Mulshing coat sand must be ciran sand 
crushed quarts, granite or sandstone of 
approved quality. The cement shall be of 
the very best i|uality of American I'ort- 
l.iiid I 't iiv ut e.|Ual to the Atlas and sub- 
le. t to the Mjiproval of the Kngineer 
The water shall be fresh .ind clean, free 
from earth, dirt or sewerage The sub- 
grade shall he excavated six (til Inches 
beyond cich .-Ide of the finished curh 
and Kiitler to the proper depth and ni l ' 
111' cvenlv and smoothly dres.>-.'d with i 
rise toward the stri-<t center on one di 
Inch In slxt.-en ili!! Inches .\nv --oft or 
spongv places must Im' excavated .and 
filled with a suitable material and well 
rammed. Directly under the curb and 
In an especially excavated trench three 
1 3) Inches below- sub-grade will be laid 
Ihre,. ^^^^ Inch land tile The tile must 
lie stralKht and ttue In diameter, neatly 
laid to line and grade In a workmanlike 
manner so as to insure thorough drain- 
age. The tile will be ciinne<-ted to 
inlet or catch basin. I'pon the sub- 
grade thus preiiured will be laid the 
stone, gravel or iKiller cinder eight <S) 
inches deep, which shall be flushed with 
water and thoroughly tamped. The con- 
crete shall consist of one (1) pari of vol- 
ume of the above mentioned Portland 
oement. two (t) parts ot saad, and five 
parte broken llmeatoaok gravel or slag. 
Tke oement aad sand la tke apeoiiled 
proportion will be thoroughly mlaed dry 
on a tight board platform or la a box. 
uatll no streaks of cagwnt or sand are 
Vlalbla. Tke proper quantity of lime- 
Btoae, gravel or alagr will then be added, 
and tke Wkele turned with shovels wklle 
the water Is being applied by sprinkling 
until every piece of stone or pebble Is 
completely covered with a coating of 
mortar. The surface against which the 
concrete Is to be laid shall be thoroughly 
cleaned and dampened by sprinkling with 
water Just previous to placing the con- 
crete. The concrete shall be evenly 
spread upon the foundation as soon as 
mixed in layers of such depth, that after 
being thoroughly compacted with ram- 
mers of an approved pattern, It shall not 
Imi in any place less than four and one- 
half (4H) Inches thick, and the upper sur- 
face parallel with the surfaoe of the 
completed gutter.

The sldep of the iialehes shall not be 
larger than Is required for lmm«'<llate 
use, and no retemperlng of concrete or 
mortar will be permitted. Any concrete 
or mortar that has been mixed more than 
one-half (H) hmar will be rateeted. All 
volume shall be measured (not estimated) 
for each batch of concrete and mortar. 

The finishing coat shall lie composed of 
one (1) volume of the above mentioned 
Portland cement and one and one-half 
il%) volume of the aforeaMntioned sand, 
crushed quarta, granite or liamstone, 
thoroughly mixed dry and then made In- 
to a mortar by turning with skovels as 
water is added by sprinkling, until a 
komogencous mass is produced. The 
mortar wklle freak will ka apread upon 
the oonerete base before tka latter has 
reached Ita flrat set,- In sueh «|iiantttlea 
that after being thorougkly asanlpulated 
and spread over the concrete it will make 
a layer of one and on»>halt iadiea 
thick, conforming to the required grade 
and cross section. 

The curb and gutter will be constructed 
in blocks approximating six (6) feet In 
length and cut entirely through at each 
Joint, the joints being filled with dry 
sand. The curb and gutter will be kept 
moist by aprtakUng. aad projected from 
the elementa and travel until It Is set. 

{Sntrances from adjoining streets and 
alleys, or to public and private resi- 
dences, will be built as directed by the 
Engineer Circular ojieningH In the »urb 
for down spouts and drainage will be di- 
rected by the ICnglneer. The name or 
numiier of each cross walk will tie die 
sunk with thn-e-lneh letters sunk :!-s 
Inches deep. 

The complete curb and gutter shall tie 
of III" ilesign on file In the Engineer s 
iithce, with angles on the face of curb 
rounded to a radius of one (1» tfi one 
and one-half (IH) inches, the gutter hav- 
ing ,1 slope of one 111 Inch in sixteen 
(16l Inches, unless otherwise directed by 
the Kngliiwr. Concrete or mortar Ihii 
fails to set or show a iimper tiond after. 
In the opinion of the ICnglneir. having 
t>een allowed .1 suftlelenf time, shall be 
taken up iind replaced with new concrete 
or mortar of proper iiuallly by the Con- 
tractor. 

The spac tia< k of the curb to within 
four i4i Ini hes of the top of tht- curb 
must lie fUliil with broken stone, gravel 
or cinder 

Where w.ilks .)o|n the curb they must 
be conne<'ted to It In a neat, substantial 
manner, the c.mtractor furnishing new 
material where necessary. Where walks 
do not join curb, the ground shall l)e 
neatly graded and sloped from the walk 
to the curb. All surplus or left over ma- 
terial, and all debris incident to con- 
struction ot the curb and gutter shall 
be removed and disposed of by tke Con- 
tractor. 

If at any time during tiM guarantee 
period any cracks, scales or otkar de- 
fects appear In the curb aad gutter, due 
to the faulty nmtertal or workmanship, 
the block or section In which swdl de- 
fect appears shall be taken up aad re- 
laid wttk aew nmtertal accordiag to these 
speciflcatlona by the Contractor. 
SecUon: 

W a. t 'pon the sub-grade prepared in 
accordance with section S7 tor grading, 
will be laid a concrete foundation six (•) 
inches thick after being thoroughly com- 
pacted. 

The concrete shall be composed of one 
part, by bulk, of an approved Portland 
cement, and six parts crushed lime- 
stone. 

The Contractor may clean and crush 
the limestone, taken from the present 
mad surface, for making the concrete, 
but the material must be clean and suit- 
able for the purpose ur the same will t>e 
rejicted. 

The proportion of materials fur con- 
crt te must be determined by actual meas- 
urement as the same Is mixed. 

The material must be turned twice 
while dry and twIce wet, and must tie 
rakiii constantly as It is turned, it made 

liy hand. 

The use of a suitable concrete mixer 

will he preferreil for this work. The con- 
crete thus pn ii.ired must have a consist- 
ency that when rammed In a mass It 
must not yhuke like jelly, hut will svheii 
siriiek compact within the area of the 
t'.icf .'t liainmer without dlspl.ii lug the 
iiiateii.il laterall.v. The com ri le thus 
fuep.ired must ll.' immediately placed in
